Washington. Jan . 6.— It was said at 
the W hite Mouse that President Taft 
will in a day or so issue his order sefc 
ting aside or modifying four of the 
Indian treaties under which the B a l­ 
linger prohibition order was made to 
apply to the “ Indian country” in M in­ 
nesota. 
The president has deferred 
action pending the arrival here of cer­ 
tain information the officials of tho 
Anti saloon league promised to sui* 
mit to him. 
W hile this information 
is not regarded as, pertinent to the 
inquiry the president has made Mr. 
Taft has deferred action out of cour­ 
tesy to the A nti saloon league author­ 


ities. 
The two other treaties invoked by 
Secretary Ballinger will be made the 
subject of a special massage to con­ 
gress. 
Representative M iller w ill then 
introduce bills proposing to ca rn oui 
the recommendations of tile president 
relative to the two treaties in ques 
tion. 


W ar Department Holds Aloof. 


In answer 
to an appeal 
that he 
grant a liquor license to a hotel it:

intoxicating liquors.

BOY KILLED BY EXPLOSION 


Body 
of 
Wisconsin 
Youth 
Terribly 
Mangled. 


Richland Center, W is., Jan. 6.— Rob 
Akan, aged sixteen, was killed and his 
body frightfully mangled when an ex 
plosion of dynamite in the storage 
house at the Akan lead mine in the 
town of Orion wrecked the building 
and tore the timbers to shreds. 
The father and son were at the 
mine alone and after drilling several 
holes at the bottom of a 100-foot shaft 
tho young man ascended to prepare 
some dynamite. 
A few minutes later the father was 
horrified to hear an explosion and feel 
the quivering of the earth. 
W hen he 
reached the surface he found the son 
several hundred feet from the scene 
of the storehouse, the body terribly 
mutilated. 
Tile fat lier picked the dead body up 
and carried it into a shed that re 
mained in tact 


Washington, Jan . 6.— A 
series

Redfield, S. D , Jan. ti.— A legislative 
committee 
appointed

roads conference of South Dakota held 
a session here to consider legislation 
relative to public highways. 
Several commute* men had prepared 
bills, but after going over th** meas­ 
ures 
proposed a bill was 
prepared 
which, it is thought, will meet the ap­ 
pro va I .of the good roads advocate a 
and enable the counties and townships 
to build and repair country roads by 
contract and under con fid en t super­ 
vision. 
The 
new 
law 
proposes to 
abolish the road overseer and make 
the township supervisors directly re­ 
sponsible tor the roads in each town­ 
ship. 
A more important feature is th** pro 
I vision 
for the payment of the fall 
| taxes in cash instead of in labor. The 
law also provides for th* building and 
| repair of roads by contract in each 
I township and also contains the provi­ 
sion that if more than $200 the amount 
I shall be paid out of th* 
county road 
fund and under county supervision. 
The county commissioners are au­ 
thorized to levy a road tax not to ex­ 
cel d 5 mills, and this may be increased 
to IO mills if authorized by vote of th** 
county. 
In addition, each automobile 
owner in the county is taxed >5 a year 
to be paid into the county fund, this 
assessment to be in lieu of all other 
road and bridge taxi s. 
it is believed this measure will per- 
i mit tile county and township authori­ 
ties to cooperate in the maintenance 
of good roads and compel automobile 
owners to pay a fair share of th* ex 
pense.

“Arsenic, as science has long told id 
is an a c c u m u l a t i v e poison. 
When one 
takes it cit lier by prescription for t Im* 
u p b u i ld i n g of an appetite or for the 
b lea ch in g of th** skin lie does not feel 
any ill effects for several years 
The 
effect of til** drug is bracing ami makes 
a person feel like eating. 
It also aids 
tin* digestion. 
The average user of 
the poison takes it in such small quan­ 
tities that In* does not realize how 
much of it will accumulate In his sys­ 
tem In the course of four or five years. 
“ Being an accumulative pois >n. it 
often takes that length of lime to se** 
the results of the drug. 
Then the user 
may complain of not being able to con 
trol his fingers or toes. 
Subsequently 
he loses control of his bauds and arms. 
Paralysis, superinduced by arsenical 
poisoning, is the fearful res ti 11.— W ash­ 
ington Post.
